A FEW WORDS ON THE AMERICAN 
CATALOGUE. 


THE issue of the third part of the American 
Catalogue brings the trade within sight of the 
completion of the fundamental and essential 
portion of this great undertaking, which has 
been desired and talked of for an indefinite 
number of years and on which over three 
years’ solid work has been expended. The 
concluding part of the alphabet may be ex- 
pected by Sept. rst, when only the secondary 
though not inconsiderable work of the subject- 
index volume will remain to be done. This 
will certainly be brought within the compass 
of the year ensuing. 

We beg leave to print, as text for some words

This last service of Mr. Leypoldt is the 
crowning effort of years spent in the interest of 
the trade. May I ask if this whole service has 
had a just recognition ? A. D. F. R. 


It may perhaps be permitted the present 
writer, under relations which enable the Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY to speak more fully than 
heretofore of Mr. Leypoldt’s personal relations 
with American bibliography, to add a few 
words to the very cordial and appreciative 
utterances of Mr. Randolph. The American 
Catalogue, which is indeed a crowning work, 
was undertaken by Mr. Leypoldt after the plan- 
ning of many years, with the purpose of laying a 
sufficient and enduring foundation for an 


| American trade bibliography which should not 


be second to that of any country in the world. 
The cordial and indeed wondering apprecia- 


| tion which the first two parts have received 


abroad, an appreciation disproportionate in 


fact to that at home, has shown that this hope 


will not be unfulfilled. The foreign press 
expresses its surprise that American litera- 
ture and the American book trade have at- 
tained such prosperity as to justify a luxuri- 
ance of bibliography impossible abroad. Asa 
matter of fact the luxury has not in one sense 
been justified. The work, when completed, 
will absorb for the actual outlay on compila- 
tion and manufacturing very nearly the total 
returns for the entire edition at the regular sub- 
scription rates, not including any return what- 
ever for Mr. Leypoldt’s personal services as 
editor-in-chief, and it is chiefly from the con- 
siderable increase of price contemplated on the 
remainder of the edition and other incidenial 
sources of income that a profit to its editor and 
publishers is looked for. The Catalogue was 
made an Addition de luxe because the editorial 
outlay was so out of proportion to the manu- 
facturing that it was felt a very handsome vol- 
ume must be made to carry the price. 

While the Catalogue will thus return so 
little to the one person without whom it would 
never have existed, as, if the investment of cap- 
ital and the personal service were adequately 
counted, to make it virtually a loss, there is 
nevertheless no ground of complaint against 
the trade, in the case of this particular enter- 
prise, for non-support. Mr. Leypoldt, to the 
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contrary, desires to make cordial acknowledg- 
ment to the many members of the trade who 
by their subscriptions as well as by their ap- 
preciation have enabled him to carry the work so 
far.

It does lay better foundations 
than have ever before been laid for bibliograph- 
ical work in this country, of which it is to be 
hoped the one entitled to most credit may 
some day receive the fruits.
